Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 21— A de­ 
nunciation of Governor M cCray both 
as a state executive and as a busi­ 
ness man was voiced by B. F. Heaton 
and Earl Peters, attorneys, in the 
argument in tlie M cCray bankruptcy 
j case before H arry C. Sheridan, mas* 
ter-in-'chanoery, today. 
Heaton and Peters represent the 
three Fort Wayne banks which are 
seeking to have the governor * de­ 
clared bankrupt. 
They branded M cCray as a ‘‘land 
and grain speculator and a governor 
who dominated and

James Gillespie, Found Guilty Here 


in December 1922, Will Have to 


Serve Six Months 


LOSES IN SU PR EM E COURT 


Jam es Gillespie of Indianapolis, a 
linen peddler who was charged with 
swindling Rush county people, 
and 
tried in the circuit court here in De­ 
cember 1922, must serve 
his 
six 
months sentence imposed, according 
to a decision handed down on 
his 
appeal to the supreme court, 
and 
which decision was made by 
Judge 
Fred Gause, formerly of Newcastle, 
The defendant, it will be recalled, 
was arrested on a grand ju ry indict­ 
ment in which scores 
of witnesses 
were (-ailed, and many of whom? pur­ 
chased material which was 
repre­ 
sented to be pure Irish linen, 
and 
which was tested by stale chemists 
and said to be nothing more 
than 
cotton material. 
In December 1932, the case 
was 
tried in court here and Judge Ralph 
Himeliek of Favctte county 
acted 
as special judge in the cause. 
The 
ju ry found Gillespie guilty, fined him 
$50 and costs, and gave him a six 
months sentence.

The defendant appealed to the su­ 
preme court, and the decision in

The ma- 
jority of the loss during the past 
month, was from the Rushville city 
schools. 


Of the 3,132 days lost, 3,039 were 


legally excused. The school enumer- 
ation showed 2.855 children between 
7 and 10 years, and the enrollment in 
the schools during the month was 2,- 
7SG in the public schools and 58 in 
the parochial school in Rushville. 


During the period, 15 pupils were 


received froinr other school districts, 
and 13 moved from Rush county to 
other districts. Ten pupils were re- 
leased from school on physician's 
orders, and one Was committed to an 
institution.
